STOCKHOLM (UPI i - 
Six

scientists 
Friday made a clean sweep 
of the 1972 Nobel Prizes for 
physics and chemistry. 
three of the Americans 
shared the physics award 
for 
research 
ito 
the 
“superconductivity’’ 
of 
electricity. The other three 
won the chemistry prize 
jointly for their pioneering 
research 
in 
enzymes, 
believed to be one of the key 
substances of life 
One of the winners. Prof. 
John Bardeen, made Nobel 
history’ by winning a share 
in the physics prize for the 
second time. No scientist 
before him has ever won 
two Nobel awards in the 
same subject. 
Bardeen, 
a 
64-year-old 
professor 
of 
electrical 
engineering and physics at 
the University of Illinois, 
Charnpaign-Urbana. shares 
the 1972 award with Prof. 
Leon N. Cooper, 42, of 
Brown 
U n ive rs ity. 
Providence, R I . and Prof. 
John R Schrieffer. 41, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
Philidelphia 
In 1956 Bardeen won the 
physics prize with two other 
Americans for developing 
the 
transistor—a 
gadget 
used in almost all modem 
sophisticated 
electronics 
equipment. 
In the meantime the prize 
money has almost doubled 
In 1956 the world's first 
scientific award was worth 
$41,700 , of which Bardeen 
earned one third. This time 
he will get one third of 
$100.000 
The winners of the 1972 
chemistry prize were Prof 
Christian B Anfinsen, a 56- 
vear-old biochemist at the 
National Institute of Health 
at Bethesda. Md.. Prof. 
Stanford Moore. 59, and 
Prof William H. Stein.

Professor Anfinsen gets 
half of the prize money with 
Stanford and Stein sharing 
the other half.

priests, ministers, rabbis, 
school 
boards 
or 
legislatures 
to 
stitch 
together a 
plan 
that 
provides parents 
with 
fundamental freedoms to 
organize their own schools 
with some reference to 
religious principle 


Who 
says 
A,

philosophers never tire of 
reminding us, must say B. If 
it is true that it is a violation 
of the First Amendment to 
the Constitution to allow a 
tax dollar to end up at a 
parochial school, no matter 
how circuitous the route, 
then it is true that Ohio has

children to receive the little 
ninety-dollar annual subsidy

for the private schools by 
exactly that expedient.

We shall see. Meanwhile 
Mr. 
Nixon 
and 
Mr. 
McGovern should be asked 
to give their positions on the 
matter. Their rhetoric and 
their analysis would argue 
their support for the Mills 
bill. But ask them anyway. 
Get

record. 
Meanwhile, 
about 
two 
private schools per day are 
closing for lack of funds 
And taxes increase, as the 
students go to the public 
schools. And the frustration 
mounts.

And he has the wide- 
eyed look of a young man

It’s been rough.
